Berlin , December 9— (By Wireless 
to Say ville)—The imperial chan cellor 
Yon Bethman n -IIolhveg tod ay 
r e f u s ­ 
ed to state possible terms of peace 
in reply to the d eman d mad e by Ger­ 
man socialists.
